Elizabeth C./Mitchell, instructor 
fn histology and physiological chem- 
istry at Howard University, and one gf 
the scientists attached to the staff of 
the Smithsonian Institution, has been 
working for more than a year on the 
probiem of finding a serum for the 
dreaded malady. 

Soon after pellagra was diseovered ia 
Georgia iast year, Dr. Mitchell obtained 
blood from the peWagrous patient in 
one of the Atlanta hospitals. and fina'ly 
gucceeded in manufacturing serum 
from the germs. 

After the serum was obtained live 
monkeys were purchased and the re ul 
Superiments to find a cure began. One 
of the simianse was inoculated with pel- 
jagra an@ soon developed a well-defined 
ease of the disease. A solution of its 
pellagrous blood was injected into the 
veins of a healthy monkey, and after 
the animal contracted the malady, the 

serum was tried on it. The re- 
sult was startiing for the disease be- 
* gan to disappear almost as if by magic. 

Unfortunately for science at this 
stage of the experiments, both mopn- 
keys died from taking violent colds, 
and the results of the experiments 
could not be absolutely verified. The 
experiments will be resumed. 

It is believed that Dr. Mitchell has 
succeeded in obtaining a cure for pel- 
lagra. ‘

Ranchers, Charged With Malicious

OOD ROADS MAINTENANCE. 

It may seem premature, while the building of 
our good roads system is yet an experiment, to open | 
a discussion of the maintenance of public highways. 
We are too late, however, rather than too early 
with a systematic effort in this direction. We should 
have in Los Angeles county before a single mile of 
the good roads system is open to traffic a complete 
organization for the upkeep of highways, as thor- 
oughly and carefully managed as_the maintenance 
of way department of a railway. We now have 
fifty miles of completed roads under the Highway 
Commission and only the primitive, political road 
agent system of maintenance. 

What would happen to the roadbed of a railway 
if the ties and rails were laid out across the country 
and left there, year after year, without attention? 
It will not be necessary to consult the operating de- 
partment of one of our railroads for an answer. ‘A 
public highway is just the place for horse sense. ) 
The fifty miles of recently opened county highway 
cost us upward of $50,000. Such an investment in 
an improvement which is intended to be permanent 
should be protected. 

The upkeep of a road is not so much a matter of 
expense as of constant vigilance. It ‘is where a 
stitch in time will not only save nine but obviate 
the necessity for an entirely new garment. In the 
East where macadam roads are largely in use they 
have learned that there is absolutely no use pro- 
viding a good road surface if it is allowed to dry 
out. It grinds to powder and blows away in dust. 
It is as necessary to provide for sprinkling as it is 
to build the road. ) 

In California, the problem is different because, 

however much our theories of road building differ, 
we all agree upon asphaltum oi! as the essential 
basis. The mixing of oil with crushed rock so that 
there will be just enough oil to firmly bind the rock, 
not so much that it will warm up and ooze out in 
the sun, and not so little that the fragments of stone 
will lose adhesion and the pavement ifs elasticity— 
that is the problem. 
An excellent illustration of the importance 
keeping up a road from the moment it is opened 
an@ not after it has begun to show signs of deterio- 
ration has com® under the observation of the writer. 
A country road in the San Fernando Valley was 
treated roughly and crudely in the old method by 
first leveling the surface with a grader and then 
following it with a sprinkling of oil. Over this sur- 
face loose sand and dirt was brushed with none too 
much care. A property owner on the road used to 
go out over his section every week with a big stable 
broom and wherever a spot of oil was beginning to 
show black under the pressure of heavy traffic he 
swept a fresh coating of sand over it. This sand 
was rolled in and made into asphalt concrete by 
the traffic. A little further down the road the spots 
of oil showed up and sometimes under the heat of 
the sun and the weight of a heavy load a smal! rut 
was started. These ruts were only slight depres- 
sions at first, but they rapidly became chuck holes. 
In a year’s time the only good piece of road was 
that in front of the country home where a smal! 
amount of work and a reasonable amount of vigi- 
lance had protected it from the beginning. 

The good roads discussion has been raging up 
and down and we have had many comments and 
criticisms. On this we can all agree, whether the 
roads have been unduly slow in building or not, that 
our chief concern is to have them permanent when 
they are completed. They will not be permanent 
without an efficient supervision. The county should 
have a maintenance of way department, with the 
roads divided into divisions, districts and sections, 
with inspectors, superintendents, ~foremen, track 
walkers and section gangs. This may sound like 
too much machinery and too much expense. We only 
mean to suggest that the organization should be 
thorough, systematfe and economical as it is in the 
case of the railroads. It should be a technica! and 
not a political department of government. 
maintenance of public highways department should 
be established and put into. operation at once and 
extended as its work increases. ete a 

The present lack of system has gone far enough 
with its wastefulness. A few property owners or 
citizens with political influence go to the Supervis- 
ors with a demand for improvement of a_ certain

O SLOW, ARIZONANS. 

California is in no immediate ‘danger of being 
troubled with a State-wide adoption of the initiative, 
the referendum and the recall. Before these fads 
of populism can be vitalized into life there must be 
an amendment to the State Constitution. To pro- 
pose- such an amendment two-thirds of the mem- 
bers elected to both houses of the Legislature must 
vote in favor of it, and thereafter it must be rati- 
fied by a majority of the voters at a general elec- 
tion or a spedial election held for that purpose. 

It would, in our opinion, be pMfitiess to discuss. 
the probabilities of the necessary two-thirds vote for 
the adoption of the initiative, the referendum and 
the recall being obtained from the Legislature of 
California. 

But while we are substantially out of danger, such 
is not the case in Arizona. A large majority of the 
members of the constitutional convention, which 
will assemble in Phoenix in a few weeks, are in- 
structed by their constituents to place populism in 
the Constitution. If they do not take counsel of 
their sober second thoughts and disregard the in- 
struction which was improvidently given in the 
heat of a struggle for place, the Arizona Constitu- 
tion will go to the people for ratification poisoned 
with populism, and the people, anxious to be re- 
leased from a condition of Territorial pupilage on 
any terms, may swallow the dose, Congress may 
then avail itself of the reservation contained in the 
act providing for the admission of Arizona, and 
refuse to vote her into the Union, and again it may 
not do so, but may say, instead, to the- sun-kissed 
State: “Since you seem determined to exclude cap- 
ital and enterprise from your confines, and invite 
the citizenship of those who prefer to dwel] in 
Adullam’s cave, you may go to ruin, or, rather, re- 
main in stagnation your own way. Come in and 
take a back seat. Maybe you will learn wisdom 
after an experience of disaster, and amend your 
crazy organic law so as to make it safe, sane and 
sensible. If not, why your condition of disaster 
will be of your own choosing.” 

With the initiative, the referendum and the re- 
call in the Constitution of Arizona 15 per cent, of 
its voters could plunge it into bankruptey-by sub- 
jecting State and county treasuries to the cost of 


repeated elections. 
he signatures of one in seven of the voters at 


the preceding election could, by persistent solicita- 
tion and mischievous agitation, be obtained for al- 
most any proposition. Suppose, for instance, that 
the non-taxpaying voters in the State, who would 
amount to much more than 15 per cent. of its elec- 
torate, should petition for the enactment of a law 
to move the Capito! from Phoenix to Kyrefie, or to 
move the State penitentiary from Florence to the 
Grand Cafon, or to appropriate a million dollars 
for the erection and maintenance of a hospital for 
the demented and disreputable proprietors of Dem-

ecratic journals. Propositions of this character or 
of any character, could, under the machinery of the 
initiative, be submitted to a vote of the people, and | 
although repeatedly voted down could be as often 
renewed, until the blic treasuries of Arizona 
should be as bare of money as a picked bird is of 
feathers.

RANGE ADVERTISES ITSELF. 

All of the thrifty towns in this pleasant 
Southland are up-to-date and prosperous. One 
among them, Orange of the charming name and sit- 
uation, is just now holding a festival in order to 
show the rest of the world what it can do in the 
producing and entertaining way. In both directions 
it proves eminently successful. 

Many a visitor's first impression of Orange, with 
its attractive plazas, Well-shaded streets and vine- 
clad homes, is that here is the town par excellence 
for the dolce far niente. How sweet to do nothing 
here, is the thought. But it is quite apparent that 
there is an atmosphere about Orange which makes 
the majority of the people join the up-and-doing 
brigade. Notwithstanding that it is within easy 
run of Los Angeles and that Santa Ana, the county 
seat, is but a few miles away, all classes of busi- 
ness are well represented and two banks find it 
profitable to be established there. 

Orange has a particular attraction for cyclists. 
The bicycle, once the favorite means of locomotion 
in America, has been forced into the background 
in many places, but Orange has so many attractive 
drives that it has become known in the south as the 
paradise of the bicycler and it is saving the wheel 
from going out of existence, As its, name implies, 
the town is a citrus center. For nearly two decades 
its fruit exchange has been sending to all parts of 
the country oranges of a well-known brand and 
lemone which have served to lessen the discomforts 
of the heated term in eastern cities. 


REE TRADE: DEAR FOOD. 

In England they have been solemnly congrat- 
ulating themselves on the “decreased cost of living 
under free trade.” A tariff reform newspaper, pub- 
lished in London, aroused by false statements, cir- 
culated for consumption by the British workman, 
set investigators to work on the government sta- 
tistics and found that, far from the cost of living 
having decreased under free trade, it has advanced 
as steadily in free trade England as it has in pro- 
tective America. 

In a column of illuminating tables the newspaper 
(The Post) deals first with “the staff of life” and 
shows that last year the price of British wheat was 
higher than that recorded in any year since 1891. 
Then it passes to beef, of which Scotch “long sides” 
appear to be the choicest, judging by the price. In 
1905 it was possible to get a scotch “long side” for 
54 shillings, while the English variety was cheaper 
still at 50 shillings and 6 pence, the former repre- 
senting about $13.50, the latter $12.75. Last year, 
however, long sides were aviating at “fifty-eight and 
six” for Scotch and 54 shillings, English, repre- 
senting in our money $14.75 and $13.50, respectivety, 
Argentine and American chilled beef sold in the 
United Kingdom showed corresponding increases.

In 1905, when the free 
traders appealed to the voters to elect them to op- 
pose tariff reform, food was unquestionably cheap 
and the cry of “Dear food” was extremely effective. 
By the end of 1909 it had been shown by experience 
that free trade did not prevent food from becoming 
dearer, and the British electors preved to be more 
inclined to change the fiscal system.

Prehend the potency of preyer in the 
uplifting of the world, Our prayers, 
though they may seem to us to be 
Mttle things, may have more power 
Witn God than any great deed that the 
might of man can do. nd a deriomi- 
nation’s power is merely the sum of 
all such lives and labors. 


The ultimate atm of all the church's 
endeavors is “for Christ.” It is not 
to glorify or to enlarge herself that 
our denomination has jived and la- 
bered, but only to please Him who 
founded the Church and sealed her 
with his own bioal. So the triumphs 
of the Church, are the triumphs of 
Christ. Her deeds are His deeds, since 
it is through her that He elects to re- 
veal his will and to save the world.

This is an awful truth—that for a 
church to cease to be missionary is 
,for her to cease to be subject to 
Christ. Disobedience of the command 
is disloyalty to the Commander.

Texan Growers Have Almost Destroyed 
the Market for the Bermuda 
Onions. 


An onion grower in Bermuda has 
filed netice with the sales manager of 
the Southern Texas Truck Growers 
Association at San Antonio, to the ef- 
fect that. unless he and other market- 
ers of this product cease to describe 
their onions as “Texas Bermuda 
onions.” he will apply to the Federal 
courts for an injunction to prevent the 
use of the title, writes H. L. Preston tn 
Harper's Weekly. This Bermudian, 
who grows his crops near Hamilton, 
insists that the use of this name for 
the Texas onion is a clear violation of 
the Federal law against false 

tion. He furthur states that by the use 
the Texans 
lead the public to believe the onion ts 
grown from seed produced in Bermuda, 
when, as @ matter of fact, not an onion 
seed from reproduction is grown on the 
Bermuda Islands. Thus far the Texans 
have made no reply, nor have they 


Indiana, has become too strong to use 
in its raw state. Seed from the onion 
fields of Egypt on the Nile, from. the 
pieins of Dania, Spain, where thousands 
and thousands of crates are ship 
annually to European and American 
markets, were taken to Bermuda, but

The 
first experiment made in Bermuda 
with the Teneriffe seed delighted the 
growers. They built air castles out of 
the great profits to be «made on the 
onions. with all other vegetable, 
the Bermudians left a certain portion 
of the onions to £0 to seed for the next 
planting, whieh occurred in the ensu- 
ing December.
